S.O. 156(E).—In exercise of the powers cotifcired by sec¬ 
tion 5 of the Foreign Trade (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1992 No. (22 tof 1992), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following amendments in the Export and Import 
Policy. 1992—97 (Revised Edition : March, 1993) published 
under the Notification of the GoveromerfE of India in the 
Ministry of Commerce. No. S.O. 222(E) dated the 31st 
March 1993, namely :— 


(i) In Chapter VJI, the por^grapfo 66 shall be substi¬ 

tuted by the following ;■— 

' 06 . Exportjsupplies made from the date of receipt 
of an application under tfli* scheme by the licens¬ 
ing authority may be accepted towards discharge 
of export obligation. U the application is 
approved, the licence shall Be issued based on 
the input output and value addition norms in 
force on the date of receipt of application by the 
Licensing Authority in proportion to the provi¬ 
sional exports already made till any amendment 
in the norm is notified. For rest of the exports 
the Policy 1 Procedure in force on the date of 
issue of the licence shall be applicable. The 
conversion of duty free shipping bills to draw¬ 
back shipping bills may also be permitted by the 
Customs authorities in case the application is 
rejected or modified by (he licensing authority- 
The exports|supplies made in anticipation of the 
grant of a duty free licence shall be entirely on 
the risk and responsibility of the exporter and 
such exportsjsupplies shall also be subject to the 
conditions laid down in paragraph 67 of the 
Policy and paragraph 126 of the Handbook of 
Procedure (Vol. I),’’ 

(ii) In Chapter VII, the paragraph 67 shall be substi 

tuted by the following :— 

“67. A Value Based Advance Licence or the mate¬ 
rials imported against it may be freely transfer¬ 
able after the export obligation has been fulfilled, 
export proceeds realised and the Bank Guaran- 
tee|LUT redemed. The export obligation should 
have been discharged by exporting goods in 
respect of which benefit of Rule 191A or 191B 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944 or input 
stage credit under rule 56A or rule 57A of the 
Central Excise Rules has not been availed of In 
respect of any of the inputs used in the manu¬ 
facture of export products. 

A Quantity Based Advance Licence (except 
Intermediate Advance Licence and a Special 
Imprest Licence) or the material imported 
against it may be freely transferable after the 
export obligation has been fulfilled, export pro¬ 
ceeds realised, and the Bank Guarantee/LUT 
redeemed. This facility shall not be available 
in respect of inputs for which input stage credit 
under rule 56A or rule 57A of the Central 
Excise Rules, 1944 has been availed of Export 
obligation should have been discharged by ex¬ 
porting goods in respect of which benefit of rule 
191A or 191B of the Central Excise Rules, 1944 
has not been availed in respect of inputs per¬ 
mitted under the said licence. 

The facility of transferability shall not be 
available in biases where the duty free licence 
has been revalidated.”
